ABOUT NATURAL GAS 


(From tho Los Angeles Financial News.) 


“Natural gas is as variable in its moods as a 


woman, judging from the bulletin 011 
natural gas 
put out by P. F. Walker, professor of mechanical 


engineering for the K ansas State University,” says 
the Topeka (Kansas) Journal. “This bulletin is at 
present about the last word in natural gas; it deals 
al some length with the properties, uses anti meas­ 
urem ents by meters of natural gas in Kansas. 
As 
a sample of the way the heating qualities of natural 
gas romp around, ii might ho mentioned that every 
time the temperature drops ten degrees the num­ 
ber of 
heat units in that cubit foot increases 18, 
approximately 1/. per cent, iii other words, a cubic 
foot of gas will furnish one-tenth more beat mills 
at zero temperature that at 60 degrees. 
“Prof. Walker figures tliut the average cubic foot 
of gas from tile Kansas and Oklahoma fields at a 
tem perature of 60 degrees Fahrenheit will furnish 
from 925 to 055 heat units per cubic foot. Then the 
atmosphere gets in its work on his figures. He tested 
the heating qualities for a week at constant temper­ 
ature in March, 1912, and discovered that during 
seven days 
the number of heat units to the cubic 
foot varied from 906 to 927 units, running up and 
down tile scale whenever tho barometric pressure 
touched the weather keyboard. 
( 
“By this it would seem that nature is an offender 
of equal rank with the gas Company, in so far as the 
variations in tile ideal heat value of a cubic foot 
of gas are indicative of the intrinsic value of gas 
service. At Hie same time nature tends to offset the 
lowered gas pressure iii the lines during the long- 
continued cold seasons by reducing the temperature 
of Hie gas and thus tending to increase the heat 
value. The consideration of all these counter-influ­ 
ences seems to lead to the conclusion that varying 


pressure within tile limits possible in gas distr! 
hilting systems is a negligible factor in its 
effect 
upon tile theoretical heat value of the gas. 
Tho three main factors to he considered in meas­ 
uring gas are volume, pressure and temperature. 
Gas is measured by volume. Tho gas consumer is 
concerned thou with tile changes iii volume wrorked 
by pressure and temperature. Briefly, as the temper­ 
ature faits (lie number of lieut units to tho cubic 
foot increases; as the pressure increases tho vol­ 
ume decreases. Tho practical effect of decreasing 
pressure on the meter, as explained by Professor 
Walker, is that if the pressure should bo decreased 
from four ounces to one ounce, a meter would regis­ 
ter one-third of one per cent more iii passing an 
am ount of gas equal in (heat) value to a unit of 
quantity at higher pressure. 
“In discussing the low pressures, Professor Walker 
said: 
“ Consumers get practically all that thoy pay for 
and are able to utilize 95 per cent as effectively as 
when pressures are high, but they cannot get all 
th at they need. If pressures were maintained more 
gas would be used and liills would be higher than 
with the low' pressure often experienced under pres­ 
ent conditions. But if Hie consumer got all ho needed 
for comfort he would be more content to pay tile 
larger bill.’ 
“Tile university expert dived deep into tho meter 
problem and reached a definite conclusion in regard 
to the accuracy of the average meter. After eleven 
pages of discussion, illustrated by eight charts, show­ 
ing the results of a num ber of tests, he states his 
findings briefly and emphatically in these words: 
“Meters have individual idiosyncrasies and need 
to be adjusted with a careful consideration of the 
average rate of flow.’ ”

dentally win a flat purse of $25,000, 
the largest ever offered in England. 
The scene is the big W est End en­ 
closure Olympia, and the fact that the 
most successful performances hitherto 
staged there was a play called “'The 
Miracle” is regarded by the French­ 
man’s supporters as a most propitious 
omen. 
As one-sided as the contest promises 
to be, according to the dope of fistic 
experts generally, it has been proven 
to be the most popular of the present 
unusually active boxing season in this 
country. 
A month ago the regular 
$50 ringside seats were going at a 
premium, and today found the ‘‘book­ 
ing” agencies unable to supply any 
more of even the $1.25 variety, locat­ 
ed a furlong or so from the center of 
the arena. 
English fight fans have 
taken especial interest in tfr® match on 
account of Uarpeuticr’s previous sen­ 
sational defeats of Bombardier Wells 
the British heavyweight, and because 
this is the first time in history that 
a Frenchman has fought for a world’s 
title. 
As in the case of the Welsh- 
Ritchie fight of last week a consider­ 
able portion of the audience will be 
woman. 
The Gunboat, whose other name is 
Edward, does not share the over-con- 
lideuce that his friends display.

dentally win a flat purse of $25,000, 
the largest ever ottered in England. 
The scene is the big W est End en­ 
closure Olympia, and the fact that, the 
most successful performances hitherto 
staged there was u play called “ The 
Miracle” is regarded by tile French­ 
man’s supporters as a most propitious 
omen. 
As cue-sided as the contest promises 
to be, according to the dope of fistic 
experts generally, it has been proven 
to be the most popular of the present 
unusually active boxing season in this 
country. 
A month ago the regular 
$50 ringside seats were going at a 
premium, aud today found the “ book­ 
ing” agencies unable to supply any 
more of even the $1.25 variety, locat­ 
ed a furlong or $o from the center of 
the arena. 
English light fans have 
taken especial interest In the match on 
account of C’arpentier’s previous sen­ 
sational defeats of Bombardier Wells 
the British heavyweight, and because 
this is the first lime in history that 
a Frenchman has fought for a world’s 
title. 
As in the case of tile Welsli- 
liitchie fight of last week a consider­ 
able portion of the audience w'ill be 
woman 
The Gunboat, whose other name is 
Edward, does not share the over-con- 
lidence that his friends display. 
“ A l­ 
though I ’m pretty sure I ’ll win,” he 
said this morning to the United Press, 
“ I ’m not making the mistake of re­ 
garding it all over before I step under 
the ropes. 
I know they tell me ifs 
a cinch, but I’ve met ‘cinches’ like 
this before and have gotten tile worst 
that eyer happened. I have 36 knock­ 
outs to my credit, and I hope to make 
Carpeutier No. 37— but I ’m going to 
make a clean job of it from the start, 
aud not take any chances.” 
Carpentieiv despite the odds of size 
and weight and record of past perfor­ 
mances against him, 
is 
apparently 
cheerful, but he frankly admits that 
he is up against the toughest proposi­ 
tion lie lias yet encountered,

a great respect, for Gunboat Smith’s

Motorists contemplating trips to va­ 
rious points of the county will do well 
to remember that roadwork is still be­ 
ing done in various sections and (hat 
it is necessary for this reason to make 
detours. 
The W est 
Qhapman-street 
bridge 
was closed yesterday in order that it 
may be re-planked. 
According to re­ 
ports this work will take about two 
weeks. 
In order to get to Anaheim 
it is now necessary to go by way of 
Seventeenth street or via Olive. 
The direct road from Anaheim to 
Fullerton is still closed. 
The best 
way to get to Fullerton is to turn 
east at the corner of Los Angeles and 
Center streets, Anaheim, and to fol­ 
low the boulevard until the northeast 
corner of 
the 
Chapman 
ranch 
is 
reached 
From the latter point follow 
the boulevard straight to Fullerton. 
.Road work is in progress north of 
Fullerton and this section is not open 
to travel. 
For this reason it is ad­ 
visable to go by way oi Brea aud l.a- 
Habra, or Artesia. 
Reports tills morning are to the ef­ 
fect that the road to San Juan Hot 
Springs is in very bad condition as a 
consequence of road work in progress 
and several bad crossings.
